O me, In tin' midst of a busy 


morulng, tin re entered an oflee

TRICKS OF HINDOO WIZARDS. 


There la None of Them That Ameri- 


can or European Conjurers Cannot 
Do as Well If Not Better—The- Truth 
About the Famous Rope Trick. 


Charles Bertram, the English conjur- 


er, made three trips to India, where he 
studied the tricks for which the Indian 
Ingglers have long been famous. 
He 


came back wltb the opinion that trav- 
elers had exaggerated their skill. 


I have uo hesitation in saying," be 


snld to n Irlend on his last visit to this 
country, "that ntter seeing 170 different 
Hindoo conjurers, who were gathered 
In various parts of the country by the 
different rajahs before whom I per- 
formed, there Is not a single trick 
which the Indians perform that the 
European or American magicians can- 
not do ns well and even better. 


They are clever at swallowing long 


chains, which are made to clink lu 
their stomachs, and skillful at swallow- 
ing swords, eating flre, chewing glass 
and encircling the body with redbot 
cbalus, but they are really uo more 
adept at tbese things than the ordinary 
freaks and human salamanders that 
play tlie dime museum circuit. 


"As for the rope trick, the throwing 


up of a rope into the nir, up which a 
man or boy clambers hand over hand 
aud is seen no more, all that I can sny 
Is—moonshine. There Is no such trick. 


"During my tours of the far east I 


asked for that special trick, and not a 
single soul did I flnd who could do it 
or wbo hnd even seen It. I heard of 
men who had heard of others who had 
seen it, but I could get no direct evi- 
dence. 


"All that I could discover about It 


from the Indiana themselves was voic- 
ed by one man, who said to me In his 
curious English. 'All In imagination, 
all lu travelers' tales. I've been all 
over India looking for tricks. Would 
not I have that if I could get It?' 


"There Is a rope trick that the Indian 


jugglers do uud jvhlch Is very dex- 
trous. It consists in taking a coll of 
rope several feet long, tossing it Into 
the air and balancing it ou the open 
palm. Tbe rope, however, has a very 
thin wire running down the middle so 
as to enable It to remain stiff for ulne 
or ten seconds, during which It Is bal- 
anced, and that Is how that trick la 
done, although a great deal of delicacy 
Is Involved In throwing the rope up 
with the exact amount of force to 
straighten out the colls, for anything a 
shade under or over would interfere 
wltb the success of the feat, which at 
Its best is only a Juggling Interlude. 


"The other two great tricks of the 


Hindoos are the basket trick and the 
mango tree trick. In the flrst trick a- 
boy is put into a basket, a sword is 
passed thiough It in various directions, 
and the boy Is seemingly killed, while 
later on he appears either from the 
basket or else Is discovered some dis- 
tance away, perhaps up tt tree. 


"The secret Is simple. The basket 13 


peculiarly shaped, being much larger 
at the bottom than at the top. There Is 
plenty of- room in the bottom of tho 
oasket for a wiry Hindoo lad to curl 
round It eelwisc. Tfie performer In' 
driving the sword through the basket 
takes excellent care to miss the boy, 
although to the spectators it seems as 
if the sword penetrated every part of 
the basket. 


"The mango trlck.ls even more simple, 


and tbe reports of'travelers that they 
had witnessed with their own eyes the 
growth of the tree is as absurd as 
their tales of Hindoo lads who climb 
up ropes nnd disappear a la Jack and 
the Beanstalk In thin air. The mango 
tree Is really a small twig, not more 
than eighteen Inches high, which Is 
deftly Introduced into a can of dirt 
while the latter is being covered with 
a cone made of cloth and bamboo. 


"The most startling trick I saw in the 


far east was performed by a mendicant 
in the Malay peninsula. While wait- 
ing for the mango tree to 'grow' he did 
a few Hindoo hanky pauky wrinkles. 


"Ha took a little ball of rough cotton 


about the size of n walnut nud threw 
it to a woman who formed one of the 
party that were assisting ulin. The 
jerk unraveled about three yards, and 
she broke the end off nnd kept the ball^ 


"The conjurer placed, the end which 


he held Into his mouth, mid by a deep 
breath the cotton flew into his mouth, 
and he appeared to chew it." Then he 
borrowed n peuknifo from me nnd with 
the big blade made n motion as if he 
would stab himself In the throat, the 
woman preventing him with a rather 
artistic simulation of horror and ex- 
citement. 


"Presently she turned her back, and 


the man seized the opportunity to 
plunge the knife Into his abdomen. 
That part of the trick he did so realis- 
tically thnt I confess I felt rather faint 
He then put bis hand under the loose 
linen shirt he wns wearing nnd began 
to draw out the piece of cotton. 


"When he had drawn out nearly as 


much as the length of the piece that 
had been broken off he lifted his shirt 
slightly nnd showed the end of the cot- 
ton apparently Imbedded in the skin. 
He then took the knife and moved it 
upward against the skin as If he were 
pressing out the last bit of thread, 
which was tinged with red as If with 
blood. • 


"Tblg was aa admirably executed lit- 


tle trick, although by no means diffi- 
cult The sucking in of the cotton Is 
skillful, but n>ay be acquired readily 
after a little practice. Of course the 
cbewlng of the cotton Is merely n

Tlie maker of the web sits at Its

The threads ore so flue as almost to be 
Invisible' in -some lights nnd at the 
smue lime so strong thnt no Insect not 
tou poncrtul for the spider to overcome 
lu nble to break them. 


How did the spldev Iciun the art of 


making these webs.? Their great In- 
genuity and perfection ot geometric 
form are conceded 
The naturalist is 


not satisfied with the reply that It is 
a mutter of instinct. He learns that 
there nre "Hide dlffeiences to be found 
among the webs of different spiders, 
and his observations lead him to think 
thnt he cau tltsrorn a sort of actual 
progious, which be calls evolution in 
the iirt of we') matting among spiders. 


The common house Kinder spins n 


web quite different from that of the 
garden spider. 
The honse spider's 


web consists of n 5llli.cn tube hidden In 
a dark comer v/ltb an Irregular sheet 
of closely woven niewhes spread before 
It. The tube is tlie spider's lurking 
hole and place ,ef refuge; the outspread 
net) is its snnic. 
The wolf spider 


makes a tubular hole with a hinged 
door for n refuge, aud spreads no 
sntirc, reljlng entirely on its own 
prowess to overcome tlie unsuspecting 
victim 
Sllll another species of spider 


constructs « fin 
1 simpler tube without 


nny lid or floor. 


According lo n distinguished natural- 


ist at U u&hington, these different kinds 
of webs or nests represent so mnny 
stages of cle\olopmcut. This natural- 
ist is of oplnlrn that ut the beginning 
the omy kin.l of t\eb that ftny spider 
knew how to spin wns a simple cocoon 
Intended (6 protect Its eggs. Then n 
web for the protection of the spider 
Itself from its enemies was woven 
nrorjud the cocoon. This we!) had an 
opening for Infjiess and egress, and 
such webs. Intended for use only dur- 
ing the tl.iie that tlie eggs are hatch- 
ing, are fctlll spun by some species of 
spiders. 


The ucxt stop wns the development 


of a fcnnre. U has l»een suggested that 
this ma;, ha\c resulted from the acci- 
dental spinning of threads over and 
around the opening of n tubular re- 
treat surroundinc; a cocoon. This was 
further developed in the outspread net 
of the house spider, and it reached Its 
highest form when tlie garden spider 
learned to construct Its beautifully 
radiated web. 


In nil this there may be discerned 


some resemblance to the progress of 
architecture among men. The earliest 
representatives of the human race 
were content to dwell in caveR and 
rudely constructed hnts. Then more 
elaborate dwelling places and build- 
Ings Intended for other purposes were 
coiistnicted* until, by successive steps, 
advancing as has the spider, we have 
orrhed at the temples, palaces and 
houses of civilized life.—St. Louis lie- 
public.

Hie Saturday Wash and the Outlet of 


His Barber. 


The origin of Saturday night tubbing 


seems to be lost in the mists of an- 
tiquity. 
According to 
Mr. Sidney 


Tonng, who delivered n most erudite 
and amusing discourse at Barbers' hall 
on the "Relations Anciently Existing 
Between Barbers and Surgeons," It 
was the cnstoin of no less a person 
than King Henry VIII. to perform par- 
tial ablutlous ou occasional Saturday 
evenings. 
The "king's barber," one 


John Pen, Fenn or Penne, an ancestor 
of the famous Quaker of that nnme, 
was expected to be present at these 
august ceremonies, when the defender 
of the faith was pleased "to cleanse 
bis head, legs or feet," The regulation 
requiring the barber's attendance was 
a standing order, dating apparently 
from the reign of Edward IV. It is 
preserved In the "Liber Niger Dotaus 
Hegls," and its wording seems to Im- 
ply that the solemn washings were 
partial and special rather than thor- 
ough and that the king's majesty often 
did without them. 


The royal barber, who wns also a 


groom of the privy chamber and one of 
the fifteen persons allowed to enter It, 
was also required to shave the king 
dally, "having In'readlness his water, 
basons, knives, combs, sclssours and 
such other, stuffe as to his roome doth 
appertfllne for trimming and dressing 
of {he king's head and beard." 
He 


was further required to "take a special 
regard to the pure aud clean keeping 
of his own person and apparel, using 
himself always honestly in his conver- 
sation without resorting to the com- 
pany of vile persons," and so on. Thus 
we have the beginnings ot asepsis. 
When he was sharing the king a 
knight of the chamber or squire of the 
.body, or both, were required to be nres-' 
ent in order to prevent tout play. The 
portrait of Ten figures prominently In 
Holbein's famous picture ot Henry 
VIII. delivering a charter to the bar- 
bers and surgeons on the occasion of 
their union In one body.—London Lan- 
cet.
